For the first time, Norfolk House participated in the Open House 
Canada exchange program. Twenty-eight girls from grades eleven and 
twelve became pen pals with students from Villa Ste. Marcelline, a private 
girls’ school in Montreal. From November 17th to the 25th, the French girls 
came to Victoria to stay with their pen pals. Activities were organized for 
each afternoon by Madame Abrioux, in order for the girls to learn about 
the culture and politics in B.C. Living with an English-speaking family 
enabled them to improve their English. 

In the mornings, the girls came to school with our elevens and twelves 
and sat through classes in different grades, except for two days when they 
went alone to visit the University of Victoria and the B.C. Industries. 

The first visit for both groups was to Goldstream Park, where the girls 
heard a talk on the salmon industry in B.C. and watched the salmon 
spawning. Most of the girls found this a very educational experience. 

Other activities included a visit to Butchart Gardens, a tour around 
Pearson College, and visits to the Provincial and Evily Carr Museums. 
Talks at the Parliament Buildings and Government House gave the French 
girls a view of B.C. Politics. A dinner and dance at Royal Roads Military 
College concluded the week. 

The Norfolk girls made the return visit to Quebec from February 22nd to 
March 3rd. On their first day, they went on a tour of Montreal which 
included a visit to the fabulous Olympic Park, at which the 1976 Olympics 
were held. 

The next evening, they saw the half English, half French play 
‘‘Balconville’’ at the Place des Arts. This very realistic play dealt with life 
in the poor sections of Montreal. 

The day trip to Quebec City, which was very pretty and different in style 
to Montreal, was enjoyed by everyone. A talk at the Provincial Parliament, 
although mostly in French, enabled some of the girls to understand 
Quebec’s political point of view. 

The Victoria girls learned the importance of religion in Quebec society 
through their visit to St. Joseph’s Oratory, a very large and beautiful 
structure that can be seen from anywhere in the city. 

The ski day at Mont Tremblant in the middle of the week was a very 
pleasant diversion for those girls who were able to ski. 

The walking tour of Old Montreal was beneficial in familiarizing the 
Norfolk girls with eighteenth century life in Quebec and was most en- 
joyable. 

During their tour of the University of Montreal, the Victoria girls learned 
how classes are held in a French university. 

The week was topped by a sugar party at St. Esprit, at which the students 
sampled the pure Quebec maple syrup made at a family-run plantation.

The Norfolk House girls found this exchange ‘‘a good experience’’ in 
“living with a different family in a different city in different weather 
conditions’’. Educational advantages aside, probably the most important 
aspect of the program was the experience of learning to get along with 
strangers who have a language and cultural difference from our own. 

Through the girls’ immersion in French language, politics, religion, and 
culture, this exchange was a learning experience for all. Our many thanks to 
Madame Abrioux and Mrs. Beynon for all their help.

... The cave must have been originally accessible by a sink hole, but the roof of the outer part had 
fallen in several thousand years ago, so it was like a huge terrarium - white cliffs surrounding a 
submerged jungle. Blue morpho butterflies (collector’s dream) and hummingbirds by day. That af- 
ternoon we went exploring the inside of the cave. The mouth is just spectacular because sunlight 
floods in and illuminates the river rushing 150 feet below. The Mayans had left petroglyphs, plat- 
forms, stairs leading down the sides of the cave, hearths, burials throughout the cave. We made it to 
the river and washed and swam - then rode the rapids through the huge room into all the antechambers. 
We went about a mile into the cave and about 500 feet down.’’ 
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
